As per independent claim 15, the closest prior art by Cohen et al. (US 6,222,937 

B1 ) do not explicitly disclose that in a mix reality space image generation, a marker 

layout method the step of 

"A mixed reality space image generation step of generating a mixed reality space 

image to be observed by the player, so the player observes virtual object images that do 

not include any images of markers in surrounding regions (marker regions) including the 

markers in the image data, 

wherein the mixed reality space image generation step includes a step of 

substituting or overlaying images of the marker regions by predetermined virtual object 

images". 

As per independent claims 16, 18-23 and 26, they have similar scope as claim 
15. The closest prior art by Cohen et al. do not have the limitations as stated above.
